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MORAL STANCE BEHIND KHOMEYNI'S POLITICS EXPLAINED

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it will be difficult to understand the 
Middle East at the start of the eighties, 
if you do not understand the most 
prominent event in the region at the 
end of the seventies, namely the 
Iranian revolution. 

This understanding is not only 
necessary for communicating with the 
post-Shah Iran but also important for 
understanding the Gulf and the 
Middle East. 

After Khomeini's accession to 
power, one should .ontemplate what 
happened in Iran and keenly follow 
the development of events so as to 
form a background to understand 
many matters about the Arab and Isia- 
mic worlds 

The Iranian revolution could not be 
dealt with as an internal event in en 
oll-producing country or a Change in e 
country with effects spilling over its 
borders. In fact, the Iranian revolution 
with its objectives has presented itsc!f 
a a much bigger event than an 


previous pattern to guide him 
therefore, must deal with Iran itself 
with its history, social and economic 


Khomeini, as the leader of a move- 
ment in Third World, was not « 
soldier who launched an aitack to 
seize power by an armed force. Ie did 
not belong to any political party, held 
no delierations or concluded internal 
or external alliances. He came from 
among the people and with the power 
of the peopic realised the aspirations 
and defested a modern and well-orga- 
nised army He did not draw out his 
powers from «# party, but from his 
religion 

Khomeini did not promise the 
Iranian people prosperity, but pro- 
mised them elimination of tyranny, 
the blessings of God and ev “nal life in 
the paradise. In his fight with the 
Shah, he did not depend on the will or 
ams of the bloc hostile t© that to 
which the Shah belonged. Hence , the 
poly of the Iranian revolution 
remained unaffected by both the 
blocs 


Khomeini did not come only to 
dethrone the Shah but also to build up 
an Islamic society, restore its 
originality and liberate it from the 
domination of the West and eradicate 
its styles of life. 
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emerged from a party, he 
categorised end the degree of his 
enmity could be spucified.

What Khorneini wants ts absolutely 
different: he wants a returm to the 
springs of heritage and continue the 
Islamic march in a world completely 
changed. Therefore, he decides on 
serious and significant issues, 
considering himself « unique leader 
whose attitudes are transiated into 
principles. While others want to go 
ahead on the road they used to follow, 
Khomeini wants salvation in the 
religious sense. 

This ts also sheds light on the diffi- 
cult path the Iranian policy and petro- 
leum are following unless you 
connect the so-<alied ambiguous 
lranian behaviour with the peculiarity 
of the experiment. To know the 
peculiarity of the experiment and the 
invalidity of previous criteria is one 
thing and to acknowledge the Iranian 
movement to be on the right road, ts 
something else. 

The Iranian movement in its rush 
suffered many big relapses, bul it has 
been able to overcome crises. 
Anyhow, it will be premature for the 
movement to stand trial and this Is 
what Khomeini and his followers 
rejected when they accepted the 
resignation of Mehdi Bazargan or 
made him resign. 

The Iranian experiment poses no 
challenge to a certain pattern, but for a 
variety of reasons the United States ts 
concerned most with it. 

Khomeini considered Iren, under 
the Shah regime, as an American 
satellite. And if the Shah its 
responsible for his crimes against the 
Iranian people, the United States was 


petroleum and Isree!. 

After it had lost the Shah, the US ts 
now careful not to lose Iran. But in 
fact there is a wide area of difference 
between the Iranian end American 
logics, starting with the oii resources 
bypassing Hormuz Strait to Jerusalem 
and its holy shrines and ali the current 
Areb and Islamic issues. 

These differences are due to the 
Iranian revolution’s full support to 
the Palestinian cause. 

The United States’ cares are not 
only confined to tackling the Lranian 
situation, but also in preventing the 
expansion of fire to the oilfields in 
Neighbouring states. But in al) this, the 
US has no solution other than what It 
offered previously to the Shah, that is 
payment of more money to receive 
more American arms. 

The misunderstanding of the 
Iranian experiment has provoked the 
US to further clashes not only in 
Tehran but everywhere in Third 
World. 

Such a clash will result in darkening 
the US image a the champion of 
hurnan fights for which President 
Carter worked hard, or detract its 
dignity as © super power. The list of 
accusations against Washington has 
increased. Washington's acceptance of 
the Iranian logic is in its interests as 
Iran has the upper hand. 
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UN RESOLUTION ON AFGHANISTAN, PALESTINE SUGGESTED

A resolution was issued in the 
Security Council demanding the 
withdrawal of the Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan. The resolution, 
however, was vetoed by Russia and 
the US reacted with a fanatic display of 
vehemancc , demanding the 
international community to make a 
stand against Russia. 

In the meantime, the famous 
resolution 242 of the Security Council, 
demanding the Israeli withdrewal 
from all occupied Arab territories in 
the 1967 war, has been forgotten. The 
US has obstructed all attempts by 
Arabs in the Security Council to seek 
measures for enforcing the 7esolution. 
In that, the US veto was there for the 
protection of Israel. 

The urgent question is: What stops 
the Arabs, islamic and nonaligned 
countries represented in the Security 
Council from submitting « draft 
resolution to the Council composed of 
three simple paragraphs” 

The first states that occupation by 
force of any part of another country ts 
legitimate. 

The second paragraph simply 
demands the isracii withdrawal of all 
territories occupied after 1967. 

The third demands the withdrawal 
of Soviet forces from Afghanistan. 

Let us see who will use the veto, for 
what and for whose interests. 

When the resolution against the 
the Soviets in Afghanistan was vetoed 
in the Security Council, the issue was 
taken to UN General Assembly. In

Because it is 
Clear to all that American anger against 
the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan 
has nothing to do with the 
interference by some power in the 
independent sovereignty of another 
country The American anger is 
caused by international strategic 
consideration between the two great 
powers. While America was busy with 
the affairs of another Muslim country, 
because of its ofl and not because of its 
Muslims, Russia snatched 
Afghanistan. 


However, neither of the two powers 
is to blame. That is, their actions are 
merely a reflection of the immense 
battle conducted against each other. We 
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we the patties to be blamed #f we do 
not take whatever action avajiable to 
us for protection. That is 


General Assembly as well a the 
Security Council. It is an opportunity 
to embarrass the two powsrs. We want 
to see whether the US will be ready to 
demand the withdrawal of the Soviets 
from Afghanistan and the Israelis 
from occupied Arab territories or will 
it only approve one part of the 
resolution and disapprove of the other. 
We want to see how much it values 
Arab Islamic feelings and Arab and 
Islamic oil. 


Furthermore we want to see 
whether Russia is ready to withdrew 
from Afghanistan in exchange for 
Israeli withdrewal from Arab lands, 
leaving Afghanistan as well as every 
nation, to determine its own destiny. 
What are we waiting for and what do 
we fear? Or is it a mere question of 
who ts afraid to embarrass America 
and who is afraid to embarrass Russia’ 

The embarrassment is necessary for 
what is sought is the freedom for ali, 
otherwise let it be clear that the US 
a@ititude is no than crocodile 
tears, and thal we are used es puppets 
in a game between the two powers. 


No one expects that such a 
resolution would lead to the 
withdrawal of either Israe! or Russia, 
but if we accept that political struggie 
is one field in the battle then we 
should not waste such an opportunity. 
If we accept that the UN ts @ place 
where political struggle can take place 
then the opportunity should not be 
wasted, otherwise our membership in 
the UN should be regarded as useless.

GULF STATES COMPILE WANTED LIST ON SMUGGLERS

GULF STATES are to compile a“ who's who” of smug- 
glers in a regional clampdown which will make it more 
icult for Customs dodgers to avoid detection. 


The reference guide ts to be 
circulated among Customs 
men and will list convicted 
smugglers, their previous 
contraband and the methods 
they are known to have used. 

The move, decided on at 
last month's Customs direc- 
tors’ meeting in Abu Dhabi, 
will close an important 
loophole in present 
safeguards and help reduce 
the number of arrests, cur- 
rently running at about 60 a 
year in Bahrain alone. 


Bahrain's Customs Direc- 
tor, Mr Khalil Muttowa, said: 
“There was previ little 
liaison or exchange of infor- 
mation between Gulf coun- 
tries on this subject.” 

“Each state worked by 
itself in trying to catch its own 
smugglers who. after being 
caught, could easily try the 


same thing again, but in a dif- 
ferent country.” 

“Once this system is in 
operation, it will not be so 
easy for them to conceal 
goods and slip through cus- 
toms checks.” 

The smuggiers’ methods 
are predictably ingenious. 
secreting anything from drugs 
to jewellery inside cameras, 
cigarette packets and suitcase 
linings, or simply in their clo- 
thing or tucked inside a shoe. 

A particular favourite, 
which Mr Muttowa says 
Bahrain customs officers are 
already wise to, is a double- 
bottomed suitcase or hand- 
bag and some smugglers like 
to hide contraband in bags of 
charcoal! 

‘“*Because searching 
through a bag of charcoal is a 
dirty job the smuggler thinks 
it won't be done,” said the 
director.

BAHRAIN-KUWAIT PETROCHEMICAL COMPANY--The Bahrain-Kuwait Petrochemical 
Industries Company held its first board meeting in Bahrain this week under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Tawfiq Almoayyed, who is also managing director. 

The meeting was attended by Abdul Baqi Al-Nouri, chairman of Kuwait Petro- 
chemical Industries Company (PIC) and vice-chairman of the new joint venture. 
Also present were the two Bahraini directors, Hassan Falah, director of the 
state budget at the Ministry of Finance, and Yousuf A. Abdul Rahia, of 
Banoco. Representing Kuwait were Zubair A. Al Jassim, of PIC, and Jamal 

H. Al Rifai of the Kuwait Oil Company. The $350 million twin complex for

ISLAMIC CONGRESS ACTIVITIES DISCUSSED 
London AL-DUSTUR in Arabic 17-23 Dec 79 pp 18-20 


{Interview with Habib Chatti, Secretary General of the Islamic Congress Or- 
ganization: "We Disapprove of Revolution in the Islamic World") 


[Text] Among the personalities attending the Jerusalem forum held by the 
European Islamic Council was Habib Chatti, former Tunisian foreign minister 
and currently secretary general of the Islamic Congress. 


AL-DUSTUR conducted this interview with Habib Chatti, which deals with vari- 
ous aspects of the Congress’ activities and its positions regarding situa- 
tions currently being faced by the Arab nations and the Islamic World. 


[Question] You came to London to take part in the forum organized by the 
European Islamic Council about Jerusalem. Would you evaluate for us this 
forum's activities? 


[Answer] In fact, it is an academic forum, a learned forum, that is for 
learned study about Jerusalem and its history, concentrating on the rights 
of the Arabs there on clear, historical bases. This was the forum's objec- 
tive, and I believe that it has been achieved, since the lectures which 
were presented were excellent and were given by personalities from the Jew- 
ish, Moslem, Catholic and Protestant religions. 


All these viewpoints are considered documents and authoritative sources for 
anyone who wishes to seriously study the Jerusalem question. My assessment 
of the forum is that it was a verv good job. 


[Question] Was there disparity in the points of view among the various 
conferees regarding the Jerusalem question? 


[Answer] There was slight disparity. There were two tendencies: a purely 
Islamic tendency aimed at solving the Jerusalem case in a purely Islamic 
fashion, and a tendency aimed at restoring it to Arab sovereignty. This 
sovereignty would have an Islamic cast. This was the only disparity noted 
at this forum. The latter was selected for personalities noted for their 
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position in the cultural world and in the western world. They believe in 
the Arabs* rights in Jerusalem. We brought them together in order for them 
to present this view, so that there would be testimony from non-Arabs and 
non-Moslems about the rights of Arabs and Moslems in Jerusalem. Therefore, 
there were no opposing views. 


Because the intention of the forum was not to have a round table or a con- 
test with the enemy, but rather for us to show the world that our views 
about Jerusalem are not confined to Arabs and Moslems, buc also that Moslems 
and Jews can hold the same view. 


Therefore, the disparity was not great. 


[Question] The Islamic Congress, of which you are secretary general, is an 
international, political organization, somewhat like the Organization of Af- 
rican Unity or the Arab League. It is also a relatively old organization, 
but it is noteworthy that its political role has not been prominent until 
lately, especially during the recent Fes conference, at which it was decided 
to suspend Egypt's membership in the Islamic Congress. In other words, the 
Islamic Congress emerged as an international organization embracing the Is- 
lamic countries and possessing an increasing political role. Does that have 
a connection with the politicizing of Islam which occwrred recently on the 
basis of the Iranian revolution's influence? 


[Answer] I don't think so, because it is impossible to differentiate between 
politics and Islam, neither with respect to principle, nor time, nor place. 
Politics, in the Arab and Islamic nations, has been constantly derived from 
Islam. I remember our struggle in Tunisia and our brothers’ struggle in Al- 
geria and Morocco. A liberation struggle was not just for the nation as a 
nation only, but rather it was a battle to liberate our psyche and to pre- 
serve our heritage. When we say our heritage we mean, as a matter of course, 
our Arab Islamic heritage. 


Therefore, especially in the Arab countries, you cannot differentiate between 
religion and the nation, even if in some Arab countries there are Christian 
minorities. The Arabs in Arab Morocco, for example, where all are Moslems, 
consider that the Arab is a Moslem. 


Whatever the case may be, all the liberation movements in the Arab countries 
sprang out of the spirit of Islam. The Islamic spirit is not new but ra- 
ther is ancient. When we look back at civilized history, no matter how 

far, we find at the beginning of this century the movement of Shaykh Jamal 
al-Din al-Afghani and Muhammad ‘Abduh. They called for Arab renaissance 
through commitment to Islamic principles and values. Therefore, when the 
Islamic Congress was founded as a result of the burning of al-Aqsa mosque 

by the Israelis. 


Reaction, consequently, created this organization, and it was created not 
to carry out religious rites, but rather for the liberation of Jerusalem 
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and Palestine. It was a politica] act. If the organization has not clearly 
been devoted to political affairs in the past, that perhaps was due to cir- 
cumstances or to responsible persons in this organization. 


It was a political spirit that dominated this organization and dominated 
the first summit conference in Rabat and the second conference in Lahore 
and ten foreign minister conferences. All decisions adopted pertained to 
the question of Palestine and the racial questions in Africa and elsewhere. 


Perhaps the political guise of the organization was most prominent at Fes, 
because the issue as such was prominent and important, since it pertained 
to Egypt, its president’s policy and the Camp David accords. When the or- 
ganization adopted its position regarding this issue, its position also be- 
came prominent. 


This is my interpretation of the disparity between previous conferences and 
the Fes conference. 


[Question] Therefore, the Islamic Congress was founded as a result of the 
burning of al-Aqsa mosque, and the new political impetus being demonstra- 
ted now was the result of the Camp David accords. In these two events, the 
issue was a case of reaction. Is there any thinking at the secretariat gen- 
eral level of the Islamic Congress to examine and crystallize a policy of 
initiative, out of a desire to act? 


[Answer] You are well aware that the Islamic Congress is composed of 42 na- 
tions, including Asian, African and Arab. These nations differ in their 
political outlooks and in some of their international commitments. Even 

if all of them support the Palestinian question, which is one of our prin- 
cipal issues in the Islamic Congress, and all of them support the question 
of Jerusalem, their method of support differs with their differing situa- 
tions. 


Tte Arabs, for example, preoccupy themselves with the Palestinian question 
as a nationalist question, while for the Africans and Asians, it is an im- 
perialist issue on the same level as Rhodesia or southern Africa, for exam 
ple. This difference makes it difficult for the organization to have a pro- 
gram of precise action along the lines of what we saw, for instance, at the 
Baghdad conference, because that conference decided actions for a national- 
ist issue to which the Arab nations were bound by nationalist commitments. 


If we in the Islamic organization want to take such action as this, we en- 
counter some obstacles because of the different components of the two or- 
genizations. .owever, that does not prevent us from achieving political 
pressure and the pressure of specific projects with respect to existing in- 
ternational issues. As regards initiatives in our time, especially with 
respect to the Islamic and Arab nations, they appear to be difficult because 
all of us are on the defensive. Let's look at the Baghdad conference. What 
initiative was produced? It was a conference to defend Arab issues, and was 
a reaction to the Camp David policy and the policy of Israel and America. 
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We are at a time, probably, in which we need to repel aggression and repel 
the attacks aimed at us, more than we need initiatives in this or that other 
sphere. Whenever we are able to repel aggression, this would have a consid- 
erable result and would be a kind of initiative. We are in very difficult 
circumstances, because the enemy confronting us is a powerful, mortal enemy. 
We must unite and work day and night to oppose him. We are in a constant 
State of war. 


[Question] It is well known that Iran is a member of the Islamic Congress. 
What is your view of the recent crisis in Iranian-American relations, and 
has the Islamic Congress established a position in this regard? 


[Answer] The Congress has not taken a position, because a position such as 
this must be taken by the foreign ministers of all the member states, and 
they have not met since the incident of the American Embassy in Teheran. 

Or the other hand, as responsible secretary general in the Islamic Congress, 
I contacted the Iranian authorities, through the Ambassador of Iran in Jidda, 
during the initial days of the incident. I explained to them that, in my 
capacity as a Moslem and an official of an Islamic organization which con- 
siders Iran to be one of its most prominent members, I would place myself 

at Iran's disposal to undertake any action which it deemed beneficial to 
resolve this crisis. I explained to him that I did not mean mediation, 
since the mediator presumably should be neutral or outside of the dispute. 

Tt consider myself to be on Iran's side and committed to assist it in solving 
this problem. 


When we visited Tunis during the Arab summit conference, an Iranian delega- 
tion which intended to participate in the summit conference, contacted me 
and then called on me. I made the same offer to them. So far I have re- 
ceived no response. 


Perhaps the Iranian authorities believe that this case is their own business 
ard do not wish for anyone to interfere in it. Perhaps a reply will come 
later. However, at the present time, I don't know Iran's attitude regarding 
my offer. Naturally, the Secretary General of the Islamic Congress can do 
no more than I have done. 


[Question] The Islamic World is passing through delicate circumstances, 

such as those evidenced by the Iranian revolution, the revolution in Afghani- 
stan, the Grand Mosque incident [in Mecca] and the attacks on American repre- 
sentations in Pakistan and even in India. How does the Islamic Congress 

view that, and has it adopted a policy of dealing with this new situation? 


[Answer] I do not view Islamic policy in the world from the perspective of 
the incidents which you mentioned. I believe they are inevitable symptoms 
of anger and revolution, but they are not the main subject through which 

ore could examine the condition of Moslems in the Islamic nations. 

i think that the Moslem youth in every country is living at the present time 
in a period of awareness of his national obligations. This awareness causes 
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him te exert gigantic efforts to preserve his heritage and return to Islamic 
traditions. 


In fact this movement has always been with us, and thanks te it, we have 
achieved the liberation of Islamic countries from imperialism, whether in 
Indonesia during Sukarno’s days, or in Pakistan during Muhammad 

"Ali Jinnah's time, or even in black Africa. At the present time, this ten- 
dency is directed toward building the society on an Islamic foundation. 

This is something found in all Islamic countries. The only difference is 
the difference of conditions; for example, in Iran the old regime intended 
to transform the Iranian nation and make it into a western nation, strip- 
ping it of its heritage. The Iranian people endured this for nearly a quar- 
tec of a century. However, there was unceasing opposition from the return 
of the shah in 1953 until his departure once again, except that it grew more 
powerful during recent years. 


In Afghanistan also, we see an Islamic revolution about which the press 

talks and which occupies everyone's attention, because the present regime 

in Afghanistan is a new regime which the Moslems there consider to be in- 
compatible with their culture and heritage. Consequently, we find an inci- 
dent occurring in every country; however, each one has circumstantial rea- 
sons, i.e., reasons pertaining to the circumstances existing in that country. 
The concept is found in every country, and we welcome this Islamic mentality 
that calls for the establishment of regimes derived from the Islamic 
Shari'ah. We work for that, but we want that to be accomplished by peace- 
ful and natural means, not by revolutionary means. 


We praise and extol revolutions, but we do not want them, because we want 
that which we hope for to happen through our own volition, without disor- 
ders if that is possible. 


[Question] During the recent Fes conference, a Jerusalem committee was 
created under the chairmanship of Morocco’s King Hassan II. Could you give 
us an idea of the directions and scope of this committee? 


[Answer] The Jerusalem committee has a comprehensive program of action, 
aimed at: firstly, to maintain the Arab Islamic spirit and outward mani- 
festations in Jerusalem, and to assist the Palestinians in Jerusalem in be- 
ing inwardly steadfast, defiant and resistant. It is also aimed at publici- 
zing Zionist imperialism and Zionist schemes intended to eliminate the Arab 
Islamic visibility there, as well as calling on world public opinion to 
prevent Israel from persisting in its policy. This is the program which 

the Jerusalem committee will work to achieve, and it is being done with 
material aid from those who are vigilant in preserving Jerusalem for the 
Arabs, with media campaigns, organizing conferences, and the like. The means 
are numerous. 


The Jerusalem committee is still in its beginning stages; it was formed 
last April. That is a short time for a comprehensive program such as this.

In any event, the committee continues its activities within the sphere 
which I have just mentioned to you. 





[Question} According to our information, during the recent Islamic confer- 
ence in Jerusalem [sic], discussion was held on the idea of creating Islamic 
brigades from all the Islamic countries to liberate Jerusalem. What is the 
extent of this matter? 


[Answer] This is one of the matters which is active but is not being talked 
about. If this were true, you would see it happen without it deing previously 
announced. It is a subject which is difficult to discuss prematurely, be- 
cause one of the fundamentals of war is that secrets are not broadcast 
beforehand. 


This idea might be in existence, but it will not be discussed. 


[Question] After the recent Islamic conference in Fes, Turkey adopted a de- 
cision to open a PLO office in Ankara. Jerusalem and the Palestine question 
generally are the common meeting ground between Arabs and Moslems. Is 

there thinking at the Islamic Congress level to push other [Islamic nations 
in the direction of more supportive positions for the Palestinian case? 





[Answer] This is a natural thing. If we intend to liberate Jerusalem, we 
would do this, and we would do whatever we could to draw the Moslems into 
the battle for Jerusalem and to support the Palestinian and Arab struggle 
for Palestine. What we have done with Turkey we will do with other Islamic 
nations. The PLO will get total support from us, not only in Islamic coun- 
tries but also in Eurovean countries and even in America. We will be the 
spokesman to defend the PLO everywhere. 


I don't think that there is an Islamic nation that doesn't have a PLO of- 
fice or that doesn't recognize it. The Islamic Congress has worked for a 
long time in support of the Palestine case. No conference of Islamic na- 
tions’ foreign ministers has been held without issuing a resolution revard- 
ing the PLO, and the necessity for non-Islamic nations to support the ques- 
tion of Palestine. This is a matter of record. 


As regards greater effort in this matter, this is dependent on the deci- 
sion of the Arab Nation and the desire of the Palestinians. If the Pales- 
tinians submit a spec.fic request, the rest of the non-Arab Islamic nations 
will act to comply with it. 





[Question] Zionism has succeeded ia obtaining support in a nusber of coun- 
tries by transforming Jewish colonies located in these countries from reli- 
gious minorities into political activist groups which operate in support 

of it. Has any thought been given at the Islamic Congress level to attempt 
to change Islamic colonies in a number of countries into political groups, 
and consequently, to bemefit the Palestine question and Arab and Islamic 
cases in general? 
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[Answer] One of our political goals is to pay attention to Moslem minori- 
ties in non-Islamic countries. Whenever we speak of concern for these minori- 
ties, we mean by that all cultural, economic, or other fields related to 
raising the level of the Moslem in these non-Islamic countries. Further- 
more, the political aspecr: the Moslem feels his obligation to the Islamic 
countries without that being in conflict with the interests of his country 

of origin. 


Undoubtedly, the Meslem in France, for example, considers himself to be 
French. We do not say to him, drop French citizenship, but rather we say 
to him, you must have Moslem feelings because you are a member of a larger 
community which has interests that you must defend, and you must uphold 
the honor of this Islamic community. This is also one of our goals. 


Fortunately, from the political standpoint, this is not difficult to do, be- 
cause we have found that Moslems everywhere are conscious of their Islamic 
duties and work for the interests of the Arab question. 


You also said that the Jews were successful in working with minorities. I 
would like to mention here that the Jews spent 2000 years in this work in 
order to achieve their goals. They have gone through many crises. We want 
to achieve a solution for our case in a short time, very short, without 
aggravating the nations in which Islamic minorities are located. 


There are two types of Islamic minorities: Moslems who have foreign citi- 
zenship; for example, in France there are a large number of people from 

Arab Morocco, who fall within this type. Undoubtedly they should be watched 
over, their identity maintained, and they should be transformed into a po- 
litical action tool in that country. 


Then there are the native-born in foreign countries. They also must be 
made into a people in harmony with the rest of the Moslems. Let us take 
the example of Arabs in America. They are working now as Americans for 
Arab causes, and as Americans they have views regarding Islamic causes. 
This is of very great benefit to us. 


Islamic minorities everywhere are working on behalf of the Islamic cause. 
[Question] Are there specific activities in this regard? 

[Answer] The Islamic Congress is still studying the question of minorities. 
One of our chief goals is concern for minorities. With respect to this, 
there is thought about working in educational, cultural, and political 
fields, etc. 


But I could only discuss specific projects after pursuing my duties. I 
was only elected the Islamic Congress Secretary General a short time ago. 
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[Question] One last question. Within a short time, a Tunisian personage 
(Chedli Klibi) was elected secretary general of the Arab League, and another 
Tunisian (Habib Chatti) secretary general of the Islamic Congress. This 
raises the question, has Tunisia begun to regain its Arab, Islamic personal- 
ity? 


[Answer] The fact is that Tunisia has not lost its Arab, Islamic identity. 
I began discussion of the Islamic movement in Tunisia, and I took part in 
the struggle, I felt that I was a Moslem before being an Arab and a Tuni- 
sian, because I did not differentiate between my Islamic faith and my Tuni- 
sian identity. The two are the same thing. 


Perhaps the secret behind the election of two Tunisian secretary generals 
for two international organizations within one year is attributable to two 
matters: circumstances aided that, and also Tunisia was in the forefront 

of the Arab countries which were liberated, through an organized national 
movement possessing a planned and guided program. This was composed of 
cadres, men who had political experience. Tunisia obtained a position 

ar.ong the Arab nations which caused it to be considered one of the countries 
having cadres at various levels from which the rest of the Arab nations 
might benefit. 


In any event, Tunisia never at any time lost its Arab and Islamic identity, 
nor has it at any time been outside the Arab or Islamic ranks. If, at 
certain times, disputes have broken out between Tunisia and some of the Arab 
states, this was always accidental, circumstantial, and unsubstantative. 
Tunisia's constitution, which was the first in the Arab World, stipulates 

in its second section that, “Tunisia is an independent nation whose religion 
is Islam and whose language is Arabic." 


We have the oldest constitution in the Arab countries, stipulating that the 
Islamic religion is the official religion of the Tunisian state. 


[Question] The question was broached on the level of political and social 
choices, on the level of constitutional texts? [sic] 


[Answer] On this level, was any choice viewed as non-Moslem or non-Arab?

{Text} The following conversation took place in Tehran, 
Since strong ties link the Movement of the Mujahedin of 
the Afghan People with the Islamic organizations of Iran. 
The text of the interview follows: 


[<{uestion] What are the facts about the Islamic revolution in Afghanistan’ 


[Answer] An Islamic movement against imperialism arose in Afghanistan some 
100 years ago. Jamal-al-Din al-Afghani is an example of that. The first 
fighting experience took place in 1919 against English colonialism and led 
to the expulsion of the British from Afghanistan. This Islamic movement 
against colonielism is continuing in Afghanistan, but as of yet not a single 
Islamic government has arisen. Colonialism has remained in Afghanistan in 
its various forms, such as the regimes of Nadir Shah and Zahir Shah. The 
Islamic movement continued its resistance from 1919 until 1965. 


In 1965 organized Islamic movements developed. They relied on organization 
to build cadres and align the Islamic ideological ranks. In view of the 
make-up of Afghan society, there are Sunni and Shi'ite organizations, and 

in 1970 coordination to unify these organizations developed. However, in 
that same year this coordination ceased to exist because of the death of 
one of the Sunni leaders named 'Abd-al-Rahim Niyazi. This caused conflicts 
within the Sunni organization and prevented the unification of the organiza- 
tion. 


Between 1970 and 1979 two coups occurred, in the wake of which attacks were 
directed against the Islamic organizations. This led to the death and 
imprisonment of many of the cadres and split the Sunni organization into 
numerous separate organizations. 
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In 1970 the name of the Shi'ite organization was the "Islamic Revolutionary 
Guard." In 1974 it changed its name to the "National Mujahedin" while 
retaining its ideological content. Then in 1977 its name was changed to the 
"Movement of the Mujahedin of the Afghan l’eople." 


After the Iranian revolution and the latest military coup in Afghanistan took 
place and many Afghan citizens sought refuge abroad, especially in Iran, 

the emigrants established their own organizations. Within a short time, 
perhaps a year, these organizations are expected to be unified. 


[Question] Doesn't the sectarian character of these organizations create 
many obstacles and difficulties for the achievement of unity? 


[Answer] The Movement of the Mujahedin of the Afghan People, for example, 
was primarily Shi'ite, and then by presenting an Islamic ideology without 

@ sectarian bias it attracted Sunni cadres and became an Afghan organization. 
The sectarian organizations linked with the outside are preventing this 
unity from being achieved. 


{Question] Is Iran helping these organizations achieve unity, and are there 
meetings among the leaders of these organizations? 


‘Answer] The ideological and sectarian differences are the obstacles to 
the achievement of unity, whether or not the Iranian revolution intervenes. 
And yes, there are meetings and studies to achieve unity. 


[Question] What is your political and economic platform? 


[Answer] First, the Islamic struggle against imperialism and reactionism. 
Second, the first step is to create an Islamic government and then unify 
Afghan society by means of this government; or in other words, to establish 
an economic system which is nonenslaving. It may take a long time for these 
two goals to be accomplished. What is needed is the establishment of deep 
roots for the islamic economic system, and this is not an easy task. 





[Question] What is meant by Afghan reactionism? The present regime is 
fighting against the bourgeoisie and feudalism and is calling for agricultural 
reform. 


[Answer] The present regime is not making radical changes in the economic 
and political situation. The bourgeoisie still exists in Afghenistan in a 
new form. As for the superficial reforms, their purpose is to keep the 
regime in power for a while longer. It is the coup that occurs with the 
help of foreign states--for example the Soviet Union--which works to the 
advantage of the Afghan people. It is the Afghan people who see how to 
achieve their interests, and it is their responsibility to solve the 
problem of class distinctions in Afghanistan. 
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[Question] What do you mean by imperialism, and to whom does this term 
refer? 


[Answer] Imperialism is . complex form of capitalism which enslaves mankind. 
In our circumstances, the main state which enslaves Afghanistan is the 
Soviet Union. We who fight enslavement begin first with the regime which 
enslaves us. We fight for the cause of preventing enslavement, and we 
consider that on the world level the United States is the mother of imper- 
ialism. However, the Soviet Union is carrying out a more deceptive 
imperialist role against Afghanistan than American imperialism. 


[Question] What are the actual areas that are under the control of the 
Islamic organizations? What type of administration is in effect in these 
areas? 


[Answer] Some 50 percent of Afghan territory in which the villages are 
located is in the control of the masses of the Afghan people. In these areas, 
the organizations cooperate with the masses in administrative matters. They 
do not act independently in this. 


[Question] Do you expect success in the near future? 


{[énswer] The answer varies according to what you mean by success. If you 
mean theoverthrow of the existing regime, this could occur soon. However, 
the establishment of the new Islamic government will necessarily take a long 
time, and success in our view is the establishment of this government, not 
just the overthrow of the present government. 


[Question] How is it that the Pakistani regime permits the presence of 
Islamic and Afghan organizations? 


[Answer] The Pakistani regime is a reactionary regime, but there is an area 
between Afghanistan and Pakistan which it is unable to control, and in this 
area there are large armed masses which are not controlled either by Pakistan 
or Afghanistan. There is also the factor of intermarriage, social inter- 
actions and family relations between the Pakistanis and the Afghans in this 
area. Moreover, the Islamic organizations in Pakistan, which carry great 
weight, defend the freedom of action of these organizations, An example 
is the Pakistani Assembly of Scholars. 


[Question Would there be any satisfaction in the success of a military 
coup? 


[Answer] I do not believe that a military coup could succeed. Several 
military coups have occurred. A coup operation is unthinkable due to the 
strength of the Soviet presence, unless the coup is a Soviet one. In the 
course of 5 years, there have been three unsuccessful coups: one Western, 
one national and the third by the Moslem Brothers. 














[Question] Are there any Marxist organizations which cooperate with you? 


[Answer] There are Chinese Marxist organizations which disagree with the 
regime, but they do not fight against it. They are content to criticize it. 
We have no ties with these organizations. 


[Question] Does the Iranian state help you? 
[Answer] We have good ties with the Iranian Islamic organizations. 


[Question] Would the Afghan Islamic revolution be classified as progressive 
or conservative? 


[Answer] Because of the information in its possession, the Soviet Union 
pictures the revolution as a reactionary revolution. However, we must state 
the fact that in every society there are revolutionaries and reactionaries, 
and among the organizations which are fighting the regime there are also 
revolutionary and reactionary organizations. But in general, the revolution 
is progressive.

MINISTER OF DEFENSE ADVOCATES NUCLEAR NON-PROLIFERATION 
Cairo AKHBAR AL-YAWM in Arabic 29 Dec 79 pp 3, 15 


[Interview with Minister of Defense by AKHBAR AL-YAWM Political Editor: 
"Al-Qadhdhafi Is a Uranium Thief; Minister of Defense and War Production 
Says, ‘Keep Nuclear Destruction Away from Middle East;' Israel ‘Was an 
Army That Had a State’ and Is Now a ‘State with an Arny'™] 


{Text} Trucks carrying uranium were supposed to be en route to one of the 
African ports. A ship was awaiting them to transport the uranium to France. 
This is a process that has been repeated more than once in the past, and 
every time the shipment used to arrive safely to the nuclear reactors in 
France where the uranium was used tc generate nuclear power. This enabled 
France to become a member of the world's nuclear club. 


It is curious that the last shipment of uranium did not arrive in France. 
What is even more curious is that the shipment was lost on the land route 
before arriving at the African port. The trucks were found in sound condi- 
tion, but they were deserted and empty. 


This is a very serious incident. The French government, however, did not 
attach much importance to it. The news was printed on the front pages of 
the world's newspapers, and news agencies transmitted it. The news agen- 
cles stated that broad investigations were underway to attempt to unravel 
this baffling mystery from the beginning. 


In spite of its gravity, this incident had been preceded by a similar inci- 
dent that was more provocative and more curious. This was when a cargo 
ship was subjected to piracy, and large quantities of uranium were stolen 
from it. Later, it turned out that it was Israeli intelligence that had 
thought of and carried out the piracy. The Israelis were able to transport 
the uranium to the site of Israeli nuclear reactors. 


Some people thought that Israel had carried out the second theft on land, 
after having established the precedent by sea! 


Others, however, denied this and affirmed that it was the Libyan regime that 
had imitated the Israelis, wishing to compete with them in their most 
outstanding activity. 
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Libya neither denied nor confirmed the news. It was evident that the news 
had pleased it because it presented Col al-Qadhdhafi to the world in the 
image of a pirate who accosted caravans and burglarized the property of 
others. He was achieving the same success [in this activity] that the 
Israeli mentality had previously achieved. 


But this self-satisfaction did not last long. It was soon announced that 
the only role that al-Qadhdhafi had played was that of financing the piracy 
operation. 


Not only that, but it was also said that the burglary operation had been 
presented to al-Qadhdhafi with all its particular details and with the names 
of the international pirates and terrorists who were to carry it out. Al- 
Qadhdhafi did no more than approve the plan and give the order that it be 
financed and carried out. 


New information kept coming in. It was said that the sranium whose theft 
Libya had financed did not go to Libya and that it bzd gone instead to Paki- 
Stan. 


Pakistan has suddenly emerged as a nuclear state. It has ambitious projects 
with which it hopes to join the nuclear club and acquire an atomic bomb. 


Although the world in its entirety was interested in this news, Libya's par- 
ticipation in this operation and the fact that it financed the burglary 

may raise more than one question. We all recall that when Col al-Qadhdhafi 
first came to power in Tripoli, he announced that he was willing to purchase 
a nuclear bomb from any country that would sell him one. At that time we 
all laughed at this proposition. Today it is being said that al-Qadhdhafi 
is financing the theft of a quantity of uranium and that he is sending the 
uranium to Pakistan which has announced its first nuclear bomb. 


What Does This Plan Mean? 


This question has been raised by strategy experts in some majur capitals 

of the west. The question implies considerable anxiety and considerable ap- 
prehension. It is clear that Mu‘ammar al-OQadhdhafi is playing « dangerous 
game ani? that this game is not confined to the borders of his country but 

is rather extended inside the borders of numerous African countries. We 
have heard of the foolish military adventures that al-Qadhdhafi had under- 
taken; they all ended in failure. Al-Qadhdhafi made his soldiers, whom he 
had sent into Uganda and other countries, the laughing stock of military men 
everywhere. 


A head of state who engages in these foolish adventures can undertake any- 
thing. He can do whatever he pleases. He can undertake whatever he be- 
lieves will achieve his fancies even if that includes the des*ruction of his 
country and the destruction of those who had rejected him. 





The question that is raised by strategy experts defines the dangers that may 
arise from the possibility of having a head of state like al-Qadhdhafi ac- 
quire an atomic bomb. It is true that al-Qadhdhafi does not have this wea- 
pon, but he did nevertheless carry out the burglary and the gangster-like 
operation to supply Pakistan with quantities of uraniun. 


I took this concern to Gen Kamal Hasan ‘Ali the minister of defense and war 
production. I asked him to tell me his opinion. The minister of defense 
replied [as follows]: 


[Answer] Al-Qadhdhafi has become his own enemy. But there is no doubt 
that Libya has a nuclear reactor even though its capacity is very small. 
This has not prevented al-Qadhdhafi from trying to enlarge this capacity. 
He has also granted Pakistan 200 million dollars to help it produce a nu- 
clear bomb. It is known that al-Qadhdhafi's goal is to occupy North Chad. 
As I said al-Qadhdhafi has become his own personal enemy, and he no longer 
has any respect inside the country or abroad. 


Iraq Is Asking for Nuclear Reactors 


[Question] The mad man of Libya is not the only one who is dreaming of own- 
ing a nuclear bomb. Iraq has concluded an agreement with France to purchase 
a number of nuciear reactors. 


[Answer] The area is in danger in case the countries of the area decide to 
enter into a nuclear race. This danger threatens everybody and will not be 
confined to one country and not the other. It is in the public interest 
that the countries of the area stay away from the nuclear struggle, especi- 
ally since alli the countries are densely populated. Major preventive mea- 
sures must also be available, and these are not within easy reach of the 
countries that are thinking of utilizing nuclear weapons. Nuclear weapons 
are costly to produce, and their preventive measures are also expensive. 

I do not believe that the introduction of nuclear weapons into the area 
will be in anyone's interests. 


[Question] Lay people in Egypt are talking about the new budget for the 
Egyptiai: armed forces. Now that peace has been achieved, some had expected 
that this budget would be reduced [by comparison to] what it was during the 
war years of the past. It was, therefore, a surprise when the 1980 budget 
figures for the armed forces showed an increase. 


[Answer] The defense budget rose by 10 percent. There are two reasons for 
this increase. The first reason is to meet the increase in prices like 

[the price of] oil, for example. The armed forces consume oil, food prod- 
ucts and clothing. What applies to the civilian sector with regard to con- 
sumer goods whose prices have risen also applies to the military sector. 

The second reason is that we have to face the problem of maintaining the 
technical efficiency of the equipment we have from the east. We manufacture 
the spare parts for the equipment that already exists in the Arab countries 
or in the friendly eastern countries. It is inevitable that we face the in- 
crease in the costs of this manufacturing [operation]. 
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Neutrality Neecs Power Also 


[Question] Some may wonder about the feasibility of increasing armaments, 
despite the high cost of doing so, at a time when we've announced our commit- 
ment to peace and our rejection of war! 


[Answer] There are minimum defense requirements that may not be overlooked. 
There is no doubt that the armed forces have many responsibilities during 

the stage of peace. The Egyptian forces that have spent many years, for 
example, under field conditions on the canal front must be re-assigned after 
the peace stage. This requires that new camps be built, end that requires 

an investment budget for building these camps. This requires the establish- 
ment of new target fields and new training fields. All this requires new ex- 
penditures. The peace process does not mean the reduction of the armed for- 
ces budget as some people thought, nor does it mean that the forces be dis- 
missed and taken out of the battlefields. 


[Question] Do you think that Israel is preparing itself for peace while 
we hear that its arsenals are crammed with the most modern, the most compli- 
cated and the most advanced weapons? 


[Answer] Any country in the world, even neutral countries, must have armed 
forces. We find that Switzerland, for example, has one of the strongest 
armies in the world. This army does not depend on modern weapons only, but 
it also depends on the individual and on conscription. I do not exaggerate 
if I say that the [military] conscription system in Switzerland is considered 
to be one of the best military conscription systems [in the world]. Swe- 
den too. Although it is neutral, its neutrality was not violated during the 
20th century and perhaps also during the 19th century. It was honored by 
all countries, but did this prevent these neutral countries from strengthen- 
ing their armed forces? Did this prevent these countries from having a 
stern military system? Did this prevent the existence of a strong reserve 
system? No, it did not. The role of the armed forces in any country is 
that of preservin?z national territory. Preservation of this territory in 

a country like Egypt whose regions and borders are scattered to the east, 
the west and the south--a country that has all these commitments in the 

Arab area--places a major responsiti!ity in my opinion on the Egyptian armed 
forces, which are responsible for being capable at all times of defending 
the national territory and of meeting their national obligations. We must 
not look at the present stage, the Arab rejection stage. Support for this 
Statement lies in the fact that now while we are facing the rejection coun- 
tries, Egypt did make itself heard when some Iranian [figures] expressed 
ambitious designs on Bahrain. When Morocco was attacked, we were heard and 
we took positive action. This means that we have to continue strengthening 
our armed forces both in war and “n peace. What happens when [events] take 
place in the remaining Arab ccuntries, including Israel.... 


We Honor the Peace Treaty 


[Question] But every time an announcement was made that the Egyptian armed 
forces would be supplied with new weapons, Menahem Begin has expressed ex- 
treme anxiety. He has not missed an opportunity to do so. 
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[Answer] Significant military cooperation between us and the United States 
has been begun during the present stage. This cooperation will bring about 
the development of the Egyptian armed forces. Naturally, we honor the peace 
treaty, and we are making preparations for normalizing relations with Israel. 
With good intentions, there is no fear on our part or on the part of Israel. 
Is Israel wants to defend itself, such action is its own affair just as it 
is our own affair to defend our soil. Our policy is not to engage in ag- 
gression against anyone. 


[Question] How do you see our armed forces in the next 5 years? 


[Answer] I believe that our forces will undergo a radical development with 
regard to the kind of weapons. I hope that this development will also take 
place with regard to the quality of the Egyptian fighter. Th s can be 
achieved within the armed forces by the kind of training and effort that is 
made in many aspects of vocational training. 


[Question] We read about an agreement to bring to Egypt the technology of 
the U. S. arms industry. How will this be done? 


[Answer] We signed the military cooperation protocol with the United States 
on 16 October. We reached this agreement in a very short period of time-- 
only four and a half months. Other countries, however, needed over a full 
year [to reach a similar agreement], and even then they did not reach a 
final agreement. Our agreement dealt with basic subjects that require 
hundreds of millions of dollars in investments. This protocol depends on 
the following: 


1. Replacing the equipment in our factories with more modern equipment. 
This would enable us to meet the requirements of the military production 
stage. To accomplish this we adopted a policy that may be explained by 

the following example: if we needed to import 1,000 armored units, why do 
we not import 500 units only and then import 300 units to assemble here and 
manufacture the remaining 200 in our Egyptian factories with the same U. S. 
loan? The purpose of this policy is to put our factories into operation and 
to involve the civilian factories in these operations. 


2. Manufacturing spare parts in Egypt and re-exporting them tw the United 
States. It is known that U. S. factories have begun a sew phase of wea- 
pons [production] and have ceased production of spare parts for old weapons 
in spite of the fact that the old weapons are still in use by the U. S. 

armed forces. These weapons need spare parts. Why can't Egyptian factor- 
ies manufacture the spare parts whose production by U. S. factories has been 
suspended? We can then export these spare parts to the United States it- 
self! Not only that, but the Egyptian armed forces will obtain the weapons 
whose production the United States has suspended. Accordingly, our factories 
will provide the armed forces with the required spare parts. 
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New Policy for Military Production 


Don't forget that the military cooperation agreement with the United States 

in the area of military production spells out several future years of coopera- 
tion between the two countries. Negotiations are still underway to solve 
some of the problems that are still pending such as the kinds of weapons 

that we have agreed about and other kinds of weapons that we have not yet 
agreed about. We will, for example, manufacture the TOW missile, which is 

an anti-tank two-stage missile. At present we are manufacturing in Egypt 

the British missile, Swing Fire. While we manufacture this missile and af- 
ter we manufacture it, our plants will have become prepared for manufactur- 
ing the new TOW missile. This means that our plants will not stop produc- 
tion. There is a matter pertaining to the airplanes that we have not yet 
settled. There is an agreement to manufacture parts for the fighter air- 
plane, the Phantom, to manufacture airplane bombs and the armored car, the 
M-113. We will begin to receive a part of this car that is fully manufac- 
tured in the United States. We will also assemble a second part. After 

that we will begin to manufacture the entire car in Egypt. We will also manu- 
facture the equipment for the car. Our plants will assemble patrol boats 

and then manufacture them. The same [principle] will apply to the remaining 
other weapons. 


[Question] The purpose of establishing the Arab Industrialization Authority 
was to provide Egypt and the remaining member countries of the authority 
with the industrialization technology and also with a capability for arma- 
ments. Now that the other Arab countries have withdrawn themselves from the 
authority, will the production of the authority's plants be confined to 
meeting the needs of the Egyptian armed forces? 


[Answer] Even when the authority was in existence in its former form the 
Egyptian army was the largest consumer of everything that was manufactured 
by the authority's plants. A simple example of this is the helicopter. 
Egypt was supposed to get 166 out of 250 helicopters. As far as the Swing 
Fire missile is concerned, Egypt was expected to get 7,000 missiles, and the 
other Arab countries were to get the remaining 5,000 missiles. Egypt was 
expected to get all the Jeeps that were to be produced by the authority. 


[Question] For many years in the past we have been dependent on one source-- 
the Soviet Union--to arm our army. Then we began to adopt the policy of 
diversifying the sources of [our] weapons. What do you think of this pol- 
icy? 


[Answer] There is no doubt that diversifying the sources of weapons is a 
policy that has many advantages. It may entail some difficulties such as 
the nonuniformity of spare parts and the nonuniformity of maintenance and 
training [procedures], but these difficulties can be overcome in an organi- 
zed army. 


[Question] We now have in the air force especially Russian, French, Ameri- 
can and Chinese airplanes. Don't you think that this requires several crews 
of pilots, technicians and experts on every one of these kinds of airplanes? 
Can our capabilities fulfill this function? 
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[Answer] It is easy to transfer one pilot from one airplane to another. 
This happened with the Russian airplanes. The Egyptian pilot who was fly- 
ing the MIG-17 began to fly the MIG-21 and then the MIG-23. Our pilots 
were also able to fly the Phantoms in record time. What is important is 
flying experience. The more flying experience [a pilot has], the faster 
he can master the new weapons. 


[Question] Is there anything new regarding the military cooperation between 
Egypt and China after we acquired the modified Chinese MIG? 


[Answer] We are grateful to China for its cooperation with us. 


[Question] Our region has become the largest weapons market, and the arms 
producing countries in the world are competing over this market. This 
year the Soviet Union, for example, received the lion's share of the Arab 
market which is craving weapons. 


Is there a need for the influx of arms into our area in such large quanti- 
ties? 


[Answer] There is no doubt that weapons are used for two purposes. They 
are used either for a political objective or for an economic objective. 
The countries that produce weapons--or most of them--sell their weapons 
to achieve both objectives together, especially since the technology that 
is used in this industry requires large sums of money. The arms race for 
some of the weapons producing countries will continue to be the goal for 
achieving a political objective in one country, an economic objective in 
another country and the two objectives together in a third country. 


[Question] Diplomatic and economic relations between Egypt and the Arab 
rejection countries have been broken. But in spite of this Egypt has an- 
nounced its position vis a vis the dangers that are threatening Morocco, 
Bahrain, Sudan and Lebanon. What will Egypt's position be if an Arab 
country like Syria, for example, were to be subject to Israeli aggression 
that would threaten it with total destruction? 


[Answer] Egypt honors its obligations. No war grows out of a vacuum. War 
is usually preceded by reasons and justifications. We are living in an 
international community, and the international community does not respond 
to warfare with warfare. It must first resort to diplomatic channels. 

War may come to an end as a result of these peaceful efforts, but these 
efforts may fail and we may be compelled to resort to force. The question 
then is not what will Egypt do if Syria embarks upon a war. Egypt will 
fulfill its national and Arab responsibilities in light of its knowledge 

of who is the aggressor; who is the victim of the attack; what are the rea- 
sons for the war; what are its justifications; what is the position of the 
international community; and what is the position of the international law. 
Egypt makes its decisions freely because it always makes its decisions in 
accordance with international practices. 





Personal Meeting Broke the Ice 


[Question] You have participated in the peace negetiations from the begin- 
ning. Can you tell us [something] about how the process of doing business 
with the Israeli negotiator has evolved? 


[Answer] The fact is that it is this evolution which is giving us hope in 
the future. When I went [to attend] the Blair House talks on 11 October 
1978, it was the first time for me to meet with Ezer Weizman, with Moshe 
Dayan and with the rest of the Israeli delegation. I do not deny that both 
sides were stiff at this first meeting. But as the negotiations progressed 
and the daily bilateral meetings as well as the trilateral meetings with the 
United States took place, we began to have an understanding of the Israeli 
nature. [We saw the Israelis] as human beings who have their [own] fears. 
They've had a particular experience in a particular area, and they've exper- 
ienced a certain hostility for long years. Then they met and came into 
close contact with [certain] attitudes, and the ice began to melt with the 
personal encounter. This is what the peace treaty proved. At the beginning 
we discussed the minutest of details. I do not exaggerate if I say that 
they were details of details. This was the result of the fears which the 
Israeli negotiator had. He wanted to discuss matters that he later regret- 
ted [bringing up]. It is my opinion that personal contact builds confidence 
and dispels fears. We have fought each other for 30 years, and I belong to 
the generation that lived through all these wars, and so does Ezer Weizman. 
.\t is therefore easy for us to come to an understanding as fighters and 

to recognize the importance of achieving peace as fighters. 


[Question] Is it true what is being said about Ezer Weizman that he is the 
Israeli who has the best understanding for the Egyptian position? 


[Answer] Many Israelis fully recognize the implications of the Egyptian- 
Israeli treaty and the value of achieving the autonomy that would bring 
about comprehensive peace. But it is because of Ezer Weizman's position 

and his prominent participation in the negotiations that attention is turned 
to him first. 


[Question] Is it not strange that Moshe Dayan should resign in protest over 
Begin's policy and that Ezer Weizman should remain in the cabinet? 


[Answer] Dayan may have resigned for health reasons or for other reasons 
or because of his ideological differences with the ruling party. 


[Question] Voes Menahem Begin have a real desire to achieve peace or was 
he forced to participate in the peace process? 


[Answer] I believe that Begin has a genuine desire to achieve peace. 


[Question] How can we assure ourselves that Israel will not attack Sinai 
again in the future for one reason or another?

[Answer] We will be [stationed] at the mountain passes in Sinai. There is 
no doubt that this is the principal line of defense for Egypt's borders. 

The treaty provides us with the right to plan this [defense] line as we see 
fit. There are many guarantees in the articles of the treaty that must be 
honored. But this would not prevent the armed forces from having plans that 
would enable them to defend themselves. This naturally assumes that there 
is good will. 


We left Israel and we went back to talking about Egypt's army with the minis- 
ter of defense. 


[Question] What is the position of the October Youth in the supreme com- 
mand of the Egyptian armed forces? 


[Answer] The fact is that it is the October generation that is leading at 
the present time. Gen Ahmad Badawi commander of a division in the October 
War and commander of the breach troops is now chief of staff. Maj Gen 
Yusuf ‘Afifi is commander of the Third Army; Maj Gen ‘Abd-Rab-al-Nabi 
Hafiz is commander of a division and chief of operations; Maj Sen Fu'ad 
‘Aziz is chief of the Organization and Administration Authority. The same 
is true of all other positions. 


[Question] What is the reason behind the broad changes and transfers that 
have been experienced recently by the armed forces command? 


[Answer] This was an ordinary action for promotion. We observed recognized 
rules in this action; we do not encroach upon the law. 


[Question] Some officers are apprehensive about leaving the service before 
they reach the age of 40 or 50, and they are wondering how they can utilize 
their youth and their productivity at this age? 


[Answer] Those officers have to make a bigger effort so they can stay in 
the service [and achieve] higher ranks even after they pass the age of 50. 
This means that anyone who proves his efficiency, stays in the service until 
he attains the highest rank in the service, but anyone who is less efficient 
leaves the service. It is for this reason that the insurance and retirement 
law for the armed forces covers this phenomenon and compensates a person who 
leaves the service at an early age by issuing him a retirement pension for 

5 years. Anyone who is determined to serve with proficiency assures himself 
that his service will continue until [he achieves] the highest rank. 


[Question] Is this related to the fact that young men have not been eager 
to join the military colleges in recent years? 


[Answer] ihe current evolution of military collegiate studies has restored 
their popularity. An agreement has been reached with the universities [re- 
quiring] a student to study for 4 years in the military college. There 

are many academic subjects; 70 percent of them are from the syllabus of the 
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College of Commerce. Then a student graduates and obtains a bachelor's 
degree in military science. In 1 year he can study the remaining 30 per- 
cent of the subjects of the College of Commerce and, accordingly, get a 
bachelor's degree in business science. The same thing applies to the air 
defense student. He covers 75 percent of the subjects that a student in the 
College of Engineering studies. 


Young men's responsiveness to enrollment in the military college has increa- 
sed this year. It has become evident to young men that the future is await- 
ing them and that [the military] guarantees them another profession in case 
they should leave the army and retire at an early age. 
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ELECTION ACTIVITIES GET ROLLING 


Rules of Campaigning 


Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 31 Dec 79 p 9 


[Text] Candidates members of the Revolutionary Council and heads of 


government organizations may not make use of ministries’ and government 
administrations’ programs and projects in their presidential campaigns. 


Broadcasting candidates' campaign platforms through county radiotele- 
visim centers is prohibited. 


Candidates may not make use of government facilities and public property 
in their campaigns. 


The Ministry of State has published the regulations of the Election 
Regulatory Commission for the implemertation of the provisions of 
Chapters 4 aixi 5 of the bill approved on 28 Azar 1358 [19 December 1979] 
by the Revolutionary Council. These regulations read as follows: 


1 - To safeguard candidates’ equal use of government facilities, the 
Ministry of State has established an Election Regulatory Commissim 
whose membership consists of the persons below: 


a- a representative of the Revolutionary Council 
b - a representative of the Pnam 
Cc - an advisor chosen by Iran's Supreme Court 


2 - The Election Regulatory Cammissicn shall oversee all radiotelevisim 
programs throughout Iran between 8 Dey 1358 [29 December 1979], that is, 
the deadline for presidential candidates’ registration and the close of 
the elections. The Regulatory Commission shall be headquartered in 
Jamjam , Telephone: 21961. 


3 - The Regulatory Commission shall be authorized to prevent the broad- 


casting of the following programs: those advocating a boycott of -elections; 
those inciting the public; those deprecating the principle of elections; 
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those opposed to the Constitution of the Islamic Republic; or those that 
are offensive to individuals, organizations, and political groups. 


4 - In order to avert any type of abuse and maintain qualitative and 
Quantitative equality, live programs shall be forbidden: radiotelevision 


campaign programs for the presidency shall be prerecorded and reviewed by 
the Regulatory Commission. 


5 - The Voice and Face of the Iranian Islamic Republic [Iran's state- 
owned radio and television broadcasting agency] shall be obligated to 
carry out the directives of the Regulatory Commissimm, and the Council 
overseeing the Voice and Face of the Iranian Islamic Republic shall be 
held responsible for any infraction to these directives. 


Responsibilities of Candidates Members of the Revolutionary Council 
and Other Government Organizations 


6 - Presidential candidates who are members of the Revolutionary Council 
or who have the responsibility for carrying out government programs are 
prohibited from involving ministries’ or agencies’ projects which they 
directly or indirectly head in their electim campaigns between 8 Dey 

[29 December] and the close of the elections. 


7 - News and reports pertaining to the Revolutionary Council, Ministries, 
or related organizations shall be made public as such, without involving 
presidential candidates. 


8 - After the official publication of presidential candidates’ names by 
the Ministry of State, the Regulatory Commission shall allocate equal 
time for all the candidates, in their presence or that of their fully 
empowered representatives and communicate the time-allocations to the 
Voice and Face of the Iranian Islamic Republic for enforcement. 


9 - After securing the authorization of the Regulatory Commission, 

each candidate may, personally or through his fully empowered representa- 
tive, supervise the production or broadcasting of radiotelevision cam 
paign programs. Thus, each candidate shall file with the Regulatory 
Carmission a written application expressing his desire to supervise 

the production and broadcasting of programs concerning himself. 


10 - Between 8 Dey [29 December] and the close of elections, hroadcast- 
ing any program involving presidential candidates fram county radiotele- 
vision centers shall be prohibited. Obviously, the ruling council of 
the Voice and Face of the Iranian Islamic Republic shall be held accont- 
able for any violations in this connection. 
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ll - If, for technical reasons, a presidential candidate's election 
Campaign program is broadcast improperly in an Iranian province, the 
Regulatory Commission shall hand down a new decision to the heads of 
the Voice and Face of the Iranian Islamic Republic in Tehran for imple 
mentation. 


12 - In their electim campaigns, presidential candidates shall, under no 
circumstances, make USe of government buildings and facilities, and 
public property, except far those which have been approved by the 


13 - If, in carrying out these regulations, differences should arise 
among candidates themselves or between them and the Regulatory Commission, 
the latter's view shall be definitive and binding. 


Positions of Parties, Organizations 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 31 Dec 79 p 3 


{Text} Although the final list of presidential candidates has not yet 
been officially published by the Ministry of State and will not be 
published until its approval by Bnam Khomeyni, the leader of the Iranian 
Islamic Republic, on i5 Dey [5 January], parties, associations, reli- 
gious amd political groups have already engaged in extensive election 
activities. 


Such activities involve the review of presidential candidates’ political 
and social positions and that review will clarify the positions of parties 
and groups as to their choice of candidates. That review is likely to wind 
up within the next several days. 


Qn the other hand, same presidential candidates have engaged in sericus 
activities since yesterday and, by outlining special programs, are 
trying to draw the support of religious and political groups. In the 
meantime, there are candidates who, in addition to attracting the 
support of religious and political groups, are also striving for the 
support of the masses. In various Iranian towns, there are drives in 
favor of particular candidates. We are autlining below the modus 
operandi of several presidential candidates: 


Dr Madani 


Dr Seyd Ahmad Madani is among candidates for whom friends and suppo-ters 
have established a campaign headquarters in Tehran and branch offices in 
cities such as Esfahan, Kerman, Ahwaz, Kashan, Shiraz, etc. Dr Madani has 
Stated: “Although to win the elections, we need the support of all reli- 
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gious and political groups, I am relying most of all om the “masses” 
and I am confident that the Iranian people who knows me full well will 
vote for me.” 


Dr Madani who considers himself a “man of acticon,” and not “a man of 

words,” is convinced that “Iranians have heard promises for hundreds 

of years and that now, with the establishment of the ISlamic Republic, 
they expect action.” 


An official of Dr Madani's campaign staff told KEYHAN's reporter: 

“In Tehran many parties and groupe have already lent their support to 
Dr Madani's candidacy; in counties throughout Iran, through telegrams 
and letters addressed to his campaign headquarters, people are lerxding 
their support to Dr Madani.” The same official added: “Right now 

Dr Madani is in Khuzestan, busy handling the affairs of that prowince. 
He will return to Tehran within the next few days and, after the official 
announcement of candidates by the Ministry of State, he will launch an 
extensive campaign. 


The Joint Trade Unions of Petroleum Workers and the United Front of 
National Forces Supporting the Islamic Republic have approved Dr Madani's 
candidacy. 


Mr Farsi, Candidate of the Islamic Republic Party 


In its today's edition, Jomivriy-e ESLAMI, organ of the Jomhuriy-e 
Eslami [Islamic Republic) party, writes: 


“Tomorrow, during the press conference of the central council of the 
party, the presidential candidate will be officially announced.” 


A member of the central council of the Jombhuriy-e Eslami party stated: 


"Members of the central council of the party will atten’ tanorrow's press 
conference and will deliberate on important national issues. 


According to JOMHURIY-E ESLAM "among possible candidacies, the name of 
Jalaleddin Farsi is mentioned more often than others.” That newspaper 
subsequently published Mr Farsi's biography. 


Mr Farsi was born in 1312 [21 March 1933 - 20 March 1934] in Mashad. 
During his first year at the Ebn-e Yamin secondary scm, ‘© got acguain’- 
tei with Professor Mohammad Tagi Shari'‘ati and the L li Shari'‘ati. 


According to the same paper, Mr Farsi is reported to have said: 








“In my life I have known no greater teacher than Professor Mohammad 
Tagi Shari‘ati and whatever I have learned has been fram hin." 


The same paper writes about Mr Farsi's life as follows: 


“After the coup d'etat of the 28 Mordad 1332 [19 August 1953) Mr Farsi 
engaged in theoretical work. Still under 20 years of age he realized that 
the defeat of the national movement was due to two causes: 


1 - The lack of a revolutionary ideology other than Islam which could 
prepare ami mobilize the masses 


2 - the lack of a struggling armed front. 


Mr Farsi has written books on prophetic movementsand the development of 
the national struggle. He has translated several revolutionary works, 
such as “Tabaye-e Al-Estebdad” ("Natures of Despotian"], “Movazenan-e 
Lar‘aya" ami “People, Not Servants.” 


In another development, #fter Mr Farsi's nomination by the Jamhuriy-e 
Fslam party, the Qom religious commmity will likely support his 
candidacy,according to a report. 


Prior to that, KEYHAN had announced’ that the executive staff of the 
Jomhuriy-e Eslam party had proposed Mr Farsi as a presidential candidate. 


Last night Bani-Sadr's election headquarters issued the following 
Statement: “In the wake of the announced carmiidacy of Abol Hassan 
Bani-Sadr for the presidency of the Iranian Islamic Republic and 
deliberations by various groups supporting him, we have established 

an office to coordinate election activities. This office will not 

engage in traditional types of activities of a regular election office:

will choose the best candidate. In the light of stuties we have under- 
taken thus far, our assesa@nent of current priorities for the Iranian 
society ami the Islamic Revolution, and our close associatian with 

Mr Bani-Sadr, we consider him to be the best candidate far the Iranian 
Republic in terms of service to the nation and in following the line of 
Emam Khomeyni. Furthermore, we dean it our religious and civic duty to 
share our reasons in this connection with others. Consequently, during 











the elections, we will strive, without commenting on other candidates, 
to only publicize the programs, principles, views, and personality of 
Mr Bani-Sadr to everyone. Hence, we are making our facilities 
available to all grouos and individuals who share our views, ami we are 
asking their assistance and partnership. Individuals and groups who are 
Willing to join us to make Mr Bani-Sadr the first Iranian president, may

After several sessions, Qom'’s commmity of theologians has also nominated 
Mr Bani-Sadr as a presidential camiidate. 


The Council of the Guilds of the Tehran Bazaar has nominated Dr Kazem Sami, 
the nominee of the Revolutionary Movement of the Iranian People, “JAMA,” 
in Persian acronymics, as presidential cardidate. 


The text of its communique reads: 


“The Council of Guilds of the Tehran Bazaar is proposing Dr Kazem Sami, 
a true and responsible Moslem, as a presidential candidate. We ask all 
Iranians who wish to see continued national unity and solidarity, the 
establishment of a “council system,” the self-sufficiency of our 
.ndustry ani agriculture, amd consider freedom fram the shackles of 
imperialism as the only salvation of the Iranian nation, to nominate 
Dy Kazem Sami as the first president of the Iranian Islamic Republic." 


The Association of Moslem Students at Sarihas backed the Mojahedin 
Organization of the People of Lran in proposing Bnam Khomeyni as Iran's 
first president. Their communique reads as follows: 


“In the name of God and the heroic [Iranian people, we are hereby 
pledging our support of the proposal made by the Mojahedin Organization 
of the People of Iran to nominate Bmam Khomeyni as president of the 
Republic.

In an interview Mr Foruhar once again stressed 
that the ideal would have been for Bnam Khameyni to serve as Iran's 
first president. This week Mr Foruhar will announce his platform for 
the country in the event he is elected president. Earlier he had can 
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plained that presidential elections were planned hastily. He now 
Clarified that statement by saying: "I believe that right now, in the 
thick of Iran's anti-imperialist fight and while wounded domestic 
reactionary forces are engaging in new intrigues every day, the 
atmosphere is not conducive far the holding of elections." 


Regarding his candidacy, Mr Foruhar said: "Fram the very start of my 
political life I have been active among people, have always derived 
inspiration fram them, and have lived with them in times of hardship 

and imprisonment. Likewise, right now, it is thanks to the masses, 
their assistance and confidence, that I have come forward as a candidate. 


Sadeg Tabataba'i 


Another presidential candidate, Sadeg Tabataba'i, outline his platform 
today. He announced that he would safeguard the interesis of farmers 
and workers. Foremost in his platform is the fight against unemployment, 
as well as the support of bona fide workers’ organizations, and a revam- 
ping of the tax system to benefit low income groups. Other highlights of 
Mr Tabataba'i's platform are: priority to farming and related industries 
in years to come, development of industry, attempt at self-sufficiency, 
creation of job-producing schemes, mobilization of Iran's Puman resources 
(men and women), social welfare to insure the interests of farmers and 
workers, making education universal, overhaul of the edu @tional systen, 
adherence to a policy of independence and mutual respect. 


Mr Tabataba'i also indicated: "I would strengthen religious and human 
values and would wage a merciless war against imperialism, Zionism, and 
racisn." That platform has been announced by Tabataba'i's campaign staff. 
He, himself, is now visiting Germany and will return to Iran next week. 


Mr Qotbzadeh 


Mr Sadeg Qotbzadeh, Minister of Foreign Affairs and member of the 
Revolutionary Council, who announced his candidacy for the presidency 
last Saturday, contrary to news and rumors, has not yet announced his 
platform. On Saturday, after announcing his candidacy, Mr Qotbzadeh 
pledged to outline his platform to the press within the next four hours. 
However he failed to do so and it is unclear why. It is reported that, 
as expected of him, he may plunge into the campaign fight and wage a 
fierce hattle before the campaign deadline expires. In any event, right 
now, Mr Qotbzadeh is not campaigning actively. 





The Central Council of the Islamic Fedayeen issued a commmique stating 
that, after deliberation, and in accordance with the wishes of 
Ayatollah Khalkhali, the ruling Council decided to support Dr Bani-Sadr. 


Workers’ Party Candidate 


Yesterday the Central Council of the Socialist Workers’ party issued a 
cammunique, announcing, first, that it changed its name to "Revolu- 
tionary Workers’ party," and, second, that Babak Zahra‘i was that 

party's candidate for the presidency. Mr Zahra‘i's platform consists 

of anti-imperialist struggles and calls for unity against U.S. imperialism. 
That party has attributed its change of name to the activity of another 
group bearing the name "Socialist Workers." 


Tomorrow the list of presidential candidates will be handed to Enam 
Khaneyni. Today it has been reported that the review of presidential 
@ndidates' qualifications will be completed tomorrow morning. There- 
after it will be delivered to the leader of the Islamic Republic, Bnam 
Khomeyni, and, after he approves it, it will be officially published. To 
date there have been close to 120 candidates for Iran's first presidency. 


The Mojahedin Organization of the Iranian People has asked Emam 
chomeyni to accept Iran's presidency; many other groups have supported 
that idea. 


The Movement of Struggling Moslems has not proposed any candidate, 
Stating that it will cite the reason shortly. 


The Revolutionary Movement of Iran's Moslem People, "JAMA," in Farsi 
acronyms, has proposed Dr Kazem Semi as presidentiai candidate and has 
engaged in extensive campaigning to that end. 


The "Mihandustan" ["Patriots"] party has put forward its secretary- 
general as a presidential candidate. 


Mr Daryush Foruhar's campaign headquarters has been established today.

Iran's Tudeh ("Masses"] party [Communist party] announced that it would 
vote for a candidate following the line of Emam Khomeyni.

They are: Emam Khomeyni, four high ranking religious 
leaders and five other prominent figures. 


The “Azadikhanan-e Eslam" ["“Islamic Liberals") party has put forward 
six presidential candidates. 


The Movement of Political Organization, led by ‘Ali Asghar Haj Seyi 
Javadi, has, thus far, avoided any comment. 
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PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION GATHERS MOMENTUM 
Latest Development 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 6 Jan 80 p 2 


[Text] The announcement of the names of candidates for the first round of 
presidential elections eliminated the anxiety that most of the candidates 

had. They were afraid that their names would be crossed out for various 
reasons. However, the admirable action taken by Imam Khomeyni in turning 
over the issue of studying the competency of candidates to the people elim- 
inated the anxiety. Therefore, now contrary to the previous regime, it is 
L.e people who will decide for whom to vote. For this reason campaign acti- 
vities have increased. It is worth mentioning that on the list of candidates, 
in addition to well-known candidates, there were names of candidates whose 
chances are one in one thousand. 


As it was mentioned yesterday there are four new faces among the candidates: 
Dr Ayat; Dr Mohammad Mokri, Iranian ambassador to the Soviet Union; Mas'ud 
Rajavi and Sadeq Khalkhali. 


Political observers believe that Dr Ayat will probably withdraw his candidacy 
to benefit Jalaleldin Farsi and that Mohammad Mokri will announce that he is 

no longer a candidate. Sadeq Khalkhali who had withdrawn to benefit Bani 

Sadr has returned to the scene. By announcing himself as an official candidate 
Mas'ud Rajavi has helped more groups to participate in the elections, Before 
his candidacy it was expected that some groups would not participate in the 
election. Now we can say that only few organizations wiil not participate 

in the election. 


Election Events 


Since yesterday several groups have expressed their support for Dr Kazem Sami 
by sending Letters and statements to KEYHAN. Among these groups there are 
some members of Pishro [progressive] who support him because of his struggles 
and following Imam Khomeyni. Also a group of people in Rasht has announced 
its support for Dr Sami. 
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As we reported previously, Sheykh Mostafa Rahnama has withdrawn his candidacy. 
He announced that the reason is Imam Khomeyni's order which said the clergy 
should not become candidates for presidency. The election staff of Jalaleldin 
Farsi was also established.

In an interview Sadeq Tabataba'i has announced that the facilities for cam- 
paigning are not equal and that it is not possible for the people to get to 
know the candidates. About the future president, Tabataba'i said: "In my 
opinion, the president should not have any such "illnesses" as mental, jeal- 
ousy, hatred, depression, ambition, and selfishness.” He also added: Un- 
fortunately with unequal campaign capabilities for the candidates and the 
large number of them, people cannot get to know the views of tne candidates 
directiy and they have lost their trust in listening to the advice of this 
or that group. 


Yesterday the Women's Campaign Staff issued the following statement for the 
candidacy of Dr Seyyed Ahmad Madani, as follows: We thank all of our sis- 
ters who have referred to us and appreciate their true recognition of our 
brother, Dr Seyyed Ahmad Madani, the man whom we are going to hand our des- 
tiny for four years.

Candidates Views 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 7 Jan 80 p 2 


[Text] With the approach of the presidential elections, the Ministry of 
interior has warned of a group who is busy collecting birth certificates to 
be used illegally during the elections. The instructions of the Ministry 

of Interior should be seriously taken into consideration. We recommend that 
anyone who sees the slightest violation regarding the elections should im- 
mediately inform the executive organs of the country, so that the first pre- 
sidential elections would be conducted in a manner befitting Iran's revol- 
ution. 


In an interview with KEYHAN, Dr Ayat announced that he was withdrawing his 
candidacy to benefit Jalaleldin Farsi, the nominee of the Islamic Republic 
Party. 


in addition to Dr Ayat, whose withdrawal to benefit Farsi we had predicted, 
Jojatolesiam Ayatolahzadeh Qomi also gave up his candidacy. The reason for 
the withdrawal of Hojatolesiam Seyyed Hady Ataolahzadeh Qomi, was a discus- 
sion which the Imam had with professor Elgar regarding the role of clergy 
in this area. The Imam said: "The clergy should play a role, but should 
not become president." One of the close associates of Ayatollahzadeh Qomi 
commented that another reason for the withdrawal was lack of interest shown 
by the candidates’ father, Haj Seyyed Mehdi Qomi. 


Preparation of Television Programs Delayed 


The Election Campaign Control Committee has issued a statement announcing 

that there has been a delay in the preparation of campaign programs for the 
presidential candidates to be broadcasted from radio and television. Large 
number of candidates and lack of time in the program of "Voice and Face of 
Iran's Islamic Republic,” as well as lack of time to arrange campaign programs 
ave been cited as reasons for the delay. The candidates have been asked to 
refrain from visiting committee's office on Jam-e Jam until further notice. 


Sadeq Khalkhali the tumultuous figure, who has again declared his candidacy 
for president, announced his election programs. khalkhali told KEYHAN: 


i have by no means given up my candidacy to benefit other presidential can- 
didates. My campaign staff is located in the beginning of Naser Khosrow Ave- 
nue and at the seat of Fedayees of Islam. I am ready to give explanations 
regarding these matters. 
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My supporters may call 33094 for assistance. 


In a press interview, Daryush Foruhar announced his program, which has already 
been published separately. The Nationalist Youth and Students Union is 
supporting Foruhar's nomination. A portion of their statement indicated the 
following: We support the nomination of Daryush Foruhar, man of resistance 
and symbol of liberty, for presidency of [Iran's Islamic Republic. We are 

sure that the progressive and unity seeking people of Iran will vote for him 
so that Iran may perpetuate in pride. 


Support for Bani Sadr continued and three groups and organizations issued 
statements yesterday announcing their support for Bani Sadr's nomination. 
Iran's Teachers Association has issued a statement indicating; "We will vote 
for Bani Sadr because he believes, as we do, that fundamental changes should 
be made in educational programs." The Central Committee of Malek Ashtar 
monotheist organization has also announced its support and indicated that 
they would vote for Bani Sadr. The Central Council of Hafez Vahdat has also 
supported Bani Sadr's nomination. 


The election staff of Dr Seyyed Ahmad Madani has issued its fourth statement: 
"By thanking our dear fellow citizens we request that you avoid writing your 
true feelings towards lran's first presidential candidates on the walls of 
houses and stores. This will make our cities ugly. This is an effective 
step towards the country's interests. 


The Revolutionary Labor Party objected that the name of Babak Zahra'yi was 
eliminated from the list of the Ministry of Interior, and issued a statement 
in this regard. 


The election staff of Iran's Moslem People's Revolutionary Movement (JAMA) 
who has nominated Dr Sami as its candidate for presidency published a state- 
ment. The movement has indicated that it is necessary to take the following 
matters into consideration in connection with Imam Khomeyni's message. 


1. During and prior to the elections discipline and order must be observed 
and maximum patience shown regarding incidents and events. 


2. To observe political and ethical virtues and avoid insulting other can- 
didates. 


3. To avoid tearing up posters of candidates and persuade others to do the 
same by reaso:.ing and giving advice. 


4. Those who hang the posters of their candidates should not be insulted. 


>». Not to alter slogans and avoid using obscene language. 


6. Not to wipe out names of other candidates and not to cover posters of 
other candidates with theirs. 





7. Not to threaten other candidates. 


8. To participate in the election with revolutionary interest and by knowing 
the candidates well and to vote for their candidate freely. 


The staff has also asked that financial aid be deposited to the account 
number 275 of Bank-e Tehran located on ‘Abbas Abad Avenue, Pasha branch, and 
the receipt to be delivered to JAPA Office on South Palestine Avenue. 


Following the announcement of Mas‘ud Rajavi's candidacy by the Mojahedin, 

the Moslem Reporters issued a statement supporting him for presidency. This 
group has announced: Since we know that Rajavi is contiiuing father Taleqani's 
policy and that his past military and political struggles are a clear reason 
for this, we will vote for Mas‘ud Rajavi. The statement refers to Rajavi's 
efforts for the revival and strength of Mojahedin Organization. It also 
indicates that if you are thinking of an Iran without any social class and 

a monotheist society without any class and if you believe in the rights of

The election staff of Hasan Habibi, another candidate for presidency has 
suggested that the presidential candidates describe their views and answer 
the people's questions in a radio-television program. By giving this sug- 
gestion, the staff has added: By performing such a program, the voters can 
get familiar with the candidates’ attitude, and beliefs and vote for the 
cendidate they select. 


Sha'ban Tavoosi, known as Kabuk, a specialist in hypnosis has announced his 
program for solving all of Lran's problem as follows: Official hiring of all 
[Iranians from the moment of birth [sic]. Properly educating all Iranians 
from birth. Performing the principles of the constitution, and to make the 
nation self-made by teaching "“self-hypnosis training” or practical suffism 
to the youth, supporting freedom and women's rights. 


Praviz Karimpanahi, another candidate has requested the following: To clarify 
the background of candidates through television, The candidates holding min- 
isterial jobs to leave their positions, To study the weaknesses of candidates 
and to postpone the elections. 


Davar Maleki, blue collar worker has announced himself as candidate for 
presidency from the class oi workers, farmers, and the poor and has asked 
all parties, organization not to stain the name of workers and hardworking 
people so that they could enjoy their right to life. He has stated that he 
does not belong to any party. 
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NEW LAND REFORM DESIGNED TO PROMOTE “GRICULTURE 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 31 Dec 79 | 


[Text] Professor Reza Esfahani, assistant secretary in the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Rural Development, has expressed his views on land 
reform and other programs to be instituted for the revival of the para- 
lyzed Iranian agriculture. He deprecated the deposed shah's land reform 
and dubbed it a program aimed at destroying Iranian agriculture. He then 
outlined the substantial advantages and differences of land reform to be 
effected under the Islamic Republic. Professor Esfahani's commentary is 


reproduced below: 


“Under the deposed shah, whenever a farmer's action displeased feuial 
lords, he would end up being locked up in SAVAK's dungeons. The shah's 
lané reform was limited to real estate distribution and was nothing but 
intrigues and instigations. In contrast, land reform envisaged by the 
Islamic Republic will involve not only land distribution, but also 
farming facilities, adequate security, and freedom from fexial lords’ 
intrigues. 


Nowadays there is much talk of land reform. People say:'Didn't the shah 
institute land reform? Then how come the output of farming produce not 
only did not improve, but dropped even lower than before the shah's 
reform ? After all, prior to the shah's land reform Iran used to do 
exporting, but since the shah's reform all exports vanished and Iran 
has been forced to import most of its foodstuffs. ' 


In gewmeral it seems that land reform per se cannot improve the state of 
a country's agriculture. However, we shall see that the shah's land 
reform differs sharply fram that contemplated by the Islamic Republic. 
The shah's land reform was a means to destroy and subjugate Iran's 
agriculture. It was aimed at undermining the productim of foodstuffs 
and the status of agriculture. In short, its objective was to obliterate 
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farmers' interest in farming, force them to swarm into the cities, and 
multiply the number of consumers, thus making the Iranian consumers 
more ami more dependent on colonial powers. 


The deposed shah's land reform was a clever scheme enabling him to 
peacefully thrust the most crushing blow to Iran's agriculture. Because 
the shah did not make available any farming facilities to the peasants 
and subjected them to his henchmen's exploitation through "farming stock 
corporations,” the peasant was forced to cede his property to other 
parties who were none other than feudal lords. Needless to say, when 
land reform was carried out, it left most of these feudal lords unscathed. 
The feudal lords applied more and more force and coercion on the deprived 
and oppressed peasantry. If ever a peasant dared to act in a slighty 
assertive manner, he '' .d soon find himself in a hellish SAVAK dungeon. 
Currently, sensing that their situation is in jeopardy, the feudal lords 
are changing their tume, saying: ‘Since we are not sure that you will 
not confiscate our properties, we will no longer permit you to work on 
our lands, but will bring farmers fram elsewhere. ' 


Land reform envisaged by the Islamic Republic does not merely involve 

the parcelling out of land, but also provides facilities and adequate 
security, as well as avoidance of any intrigues by feudal lords and the 
granting of substantial subsidies for foodstuffs. The Islamic Republic 
will pay suosidies to the farmer, which used to be paid to the consumer. 
The govermment shall ensure security on farms and in villages. The 
farmer has now, at least, the certainty that he will benefit fram whatever 
he produces. Under the new land reform, land will be ownei jointly and 

in partnership between the peasant and the govermment. The 

shall strive as much as possible to have farmers avail themselves of 
farming tools and means of increasing their output. These can be made 
available to farmers in two ways:either through the payment of a fee to 
the government in exchange for the use of such tools, or as non-cash loans. 
However it must be pointed out that contrary to the previous procedure, 
the tools will now be used on a circulation basis, so that they will be 
in continuous use: when a farmer completes his job with the tools, these 
will be made available to other farmers. 


Concerning the use of water in agriculture, under the deposed shah, big 
landholders would excavate several deep wells and monopolize the under- 
ground water which, actually, belongs to the Iranian people as a whole. 
By contrast, in the Islamic Republic, water will be divided equitably 
among all farmers, in accordance with Islam. 


As for cash loans, the current objective of the Ministry of Agriculture 
is to wipe out as soon as possibleoppressive, non-Islamic practices. For 
example, usury which had been prevalent in Iranian banks under the shah, 
has now been eliminated. 














In conclusion, the government will do its utmost to ensure and safeguard 
farmers rights and interests. That is why I would like to ask all farmers 
to display their revolutionary patience so that the govermment has a 
chance to carry out its land reform and forestall the snowballing of 
anti-revolutimmary forces.

WORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS WITH BGYPT SEEN AS PREMATURE

(Text) The normali. cion of relations tetween E¢ypt and Israel is proceeding 
along its prescribed course in accordance with the peace treaty, having 

turned out to be a bilateral commitment which both sides have stuck to since 
the treaty was concluded. The normalization process will be crowned by the 
exchange of ambassadors in February, and with this action Egypt and Israel 
will enter @ new phase of the peace agreement, despite Arab opposition to 

the treaty and the fact that it is a separate solution which has brought 

about the isolation of [eaypt from the Arab world, although Feypt had initially 
viewed! the conclusion of peace with Israel as a first step toward a 
comprehensive solution between Israel and the other adjacent Arab states. 
However, the cornerstone for any just peace settlement must be the Palestinian 
problem, fulfillment of the desires and aspirations of the Palestinian 

people, and action to secure the Palestinians’ legitimate rights, the foremost 
of which are the right to free self-determination and the right to establish 
an independent political entity after ending the Israeli occupation of all 
occupied Arab lands. 


In our opinion, the normalization phase should have come after a settlement 
which satisfied the Palestinians, so that it would have been possible to 
ensure continued peace between Feypt and Israel, and consequently to encourage 
the other concerned parties to broaden the peace process. 


If tegypt and icrael truly wart to preserve the accomplishments of their 
bilateral peace, then they must negotiate with the PLO about the future of 
the Palestinian people and produce a radical solution to the Palestinian 
problem. Consequently, it is incumbent upon Israel to renounce its intran- 
Sigence and its refusal to talk with the PLO--an organization which has been 
acknowledged by 108 states to date, having proved its peaceful intentions 
and its readiness to participate in a feace settlement which ensures the 
protection of the legitimate Palestinian rights. Failing this, matters will 
become frozen in their present state, and there will be nothing between Feynrt 
and israel except «a bilateral peace treaty.

of Justice, which requires above all that the ownership of other people's 
land be respected and that land not be declared open territory for settle- 
ments.

A ‘ust and lasting peace is nore important than adherence to extremist claims

law. However, the United States would not solve its problem with Iran by 
carrying cut its threat, nor would such an action destroy the enmity which 
the peoples harbor for the United Ctates. America would face numerous 
problems at home and abroad, and its military venture would increase the 
Severity of the world energy crisis which plagues the United States and 


The Iranian lesson must be a warning to America and an incentive for it to 
change its policy in the world, since the Iranian people have shown America 
that they will not forgive it for supporting the shah and helping him during 
his past reign to subjugate their will.

She started out by telling me. “There is no need to be astonished. I feel 


there is no difference between me or any other female citizen, as long as 
I am able to sacrifice and work." 
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The lady agreed with me that work is the duty and the right of every indi- 
vidual, young or old; we are all one family, working to raise the stand- 
ards of our beloved kingdom in order to achieve moie status and progress 
on its behalf. 


She then took me on a tour of the sections of the library so that I could 
see how important books and knowledge were, how many facilities and how 
much encouragement the kingdom has offered for the search for knowledge, 
and how great the female students’ hunger and ardor for reading and study- 
ing was. 


Ce-cerning this great activity and dedication to the job, she said, 


"I feel that I and my being are among my sister students, and I always try 
to guide them toward the proper research methods in the midst of these 
weighty volumes, by classifying them properly according to the type of 
specialization each volume or scientific book contains. The library is in 
constant contact with all libraries in the world and most international re- 
search works and medical publications reach us through our subscriptions 

or through our correspondence with international scientific bodies. Conse- 
quently, we send out all the research works we carry out, especially the 
Saudi Medical Journal, which is distributed to all doctors in the kingdom 
and in which our doctors write down the research and experiments they have 
performed through their practical work." 


On the extent to which the female students are receptive to the library, 
she said: 


“As you notice, the library is never lacking in female students who refer 
to it in large numbers. This has prompted us to request officials to keep 
the library open after official hours, that is, from 1500 hours in the 
afternoon to 2000 hours in the evening, so that it will be feasible for 
the students to make fuller use of it. We hope that this will be carried 
out soon, God willing.” 


/Quest ion/ I notice that you graduated from the Arabic Language Department 
of Riyadh University. What prompted you to work as a librarian? 


/Answer/ In reality, that was my avocation and I had aspired to study med 
icine, but when I enrolled in Riyadh University there was no opportunity 
to study medicine. It was possible to study medicine abroad but I pre- 
ferred to receive my education in the beloved kingdom, among my people, my 
friends and the girls of my country. I enrolled in the Arabic Language 
Department after graduating, /since/ I was always ardent to read and study 
everything written about Saudi women. With thanks to God, I now feel that 
we have made great strides in progressing, because of the directives of 
His Majesty the venerable King Khalid. Therefore, my love of reading and 
my previous desire to enroll in the Faculty of Medicine caused me to com- 
bine the two desires and enroll to work as a librarian in the Faculty of 
Medicine and Medical Sciences. 








/Question/ When did you actually join and what are your sentiments now 
that you are working? What changes have occurred in your life since you 
started working’ 


/Answer/ I signed up for the job about 9 months ago. During this period 

I have felt the importance of time and the extent to which one must bene- 
fit from it. The job has given me great stimulation; especially during 
the few hours which I spend among mysister students, I feel inundated with 
joy as IL help and encourage them to receive education so that I may con- 
tribute something useful to a life based on strong religious and scientif- 
ic foundations, so that all together, with God's permission, we may build 
a brilliant future. God be thanked, I have been able to establish strong 
relations with my female student friends; I often sit with them and listen 
to their problems, and we work together to find a proper solution for them. 


Concerning the degree to which her colleagues have accepted her, she said: 


"Since I am working in the library, my contact and mingling with all memb- 
ers of the faculty and the students and female administrative staff has of 
necessity been permanent and constant. Their acceptance of me has been 
something in which I have taken much pride, and my good acceptance and in- 
termixing with them has been an example of the degree of cooperation, love 
and welcome | have received. They gave me great help whea I started work- 
.og; this made me sense a good spirit, as if I was their sister, and caused 
my attachment to my work to increase." 


Concerning the wisdom she believes in, she said: 


“Work on behalf of your world as if you were to live forever, and work on 
behalf of your hereafter as if you were to die tomorrow.” 


On the degree to which Saudi girls are receptive to studying medicine, 
she said, 


"Ie is truly an honorable thing for me to see Saudi girls being strongly 
receptive to studying medicine. Every year the number of female students 
is greater than the previous year. The vocation of medicine is a humani 
tarlan one which is well-suited to women and one through which women can 
offer a great deal. In the era of the prophet--God's peace and blessings 
be upon him--we find that Moslem women constantly accompanied him in the 
background during his raids, standing to tend the wounds of the injured 
and healing and looking after the sick. In the library I see many female 
students ardently reading and studying, and their activity is intense and 
scientific in spirit.” 


/Question/ What are the problems facing you in your work’ 


/Answer / Everyone must be exposed to many problems which stand in his way 
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when he starts work but the difficuities which have faced me have not been 
fundamental. Rather, they all disappeared, thank God, because everyone 
cooperated with me, This has caused me to offer greater labor and sacri- 
fice in the job. 


/Question/ Is there a specific kind of book you most like to read? 


/Answer/ Yes, especially books by al-‘Aqqad and Mustafa Mahmud, as well 
as most Saudi writers. I like Saudi poetry in general, in particular the 
poetry of al-Nabci. 


I asked her if the Saudi library gave Saudi children what they were entitled 
to. She said, 


"Unfortunately, Saudi children are very mistreated from this standpoint. 
Unfortunately, also, there are many shortcomings and deficiencies. I hope 
that in the near future Saudi writers will eddress themselves to this field, 
the children's field, on proper pedagogical and religious grounds; we are 

on the verge of concluding the International Year of the Child." 


/Question/ Saudi women have managed to venture into and establish a pres- 
ence in many fields. Who in your opinion are exemplary women’ 


/Answer/ Any woman, no matter what kind her job might be, is a brilliant 
model of young Saudi womanhood. Mothers are exemplars in raising their 
children and wives are exemplars in their homes--that is, every woman in 
her sphere must be considered an exemplar, whether she is a doctor or a 
housewife. There is no fixed criterion,and no specific rule for being ex- 
emplary, as long as women offer something useful and fruitful to their 
country. 


Concerning her highest ideal in life, she said, 


My mother. I consider her truly to be my highest ideal in life. She has 
given us much affection, care and love. My father died when we were child- 
ren and by the erace of God and by the grace of her guidance with us, we 
were #) ie to achieve what we are now striving for. She greatly encouraged 
me to continue my studies, and all I hope for now is that God may give her 
health, vigor and long life and allow her long to continue to be a treasure 
and pride for us.” 


About her hopes for the young women of Saudi Arabia, she said: 


"I hope that Saudi girls will keep climbing, climbing and climbing until 
they reach the summit and prove to the entire world that Moslem girls, 
Saudi girls, are worthy of their status and, thanks to their adherence to 
their beliefs, can reach the highest levels of knowledge. Knowledge is al- 
ways our road toward a better life and a happy future.” 
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I left her after many girl students had gathered around her, every one of 
them asking and receiving what she hed asked for. I felt it better to 
leave, wholly proud of her and seeing young Saudi women venturing into 


every field.

NEW RIYADH DRINKING WATER PROJECT [INAUGURATED 
Riyedh AL RIYADH in Arabic 1 Jan 80 pp 1, 13 


/article by Sulaymen al-"Usaymi: “Prince Salman inaugurates the Buwayb 
Project To Supply Riyadh with Potable Water Today"/ 


/Text/ Under the supervision of His Royal Highness Prince Salman ibn ‘Abd- 
al-‘Aziz, Governor of the Province of Riyadh, the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Water is today celebrating the inauguration and startup of the water 
flow in the Buwayb project, which is about 65 kilometers outside the city 
of Riyadh and will supply the city with 18 million gallons of water per 
day, that is, 68,000 cubic meters of water, at a cost of 995 million riyale. 


Dr ‘Abd-al-‘Aziz Aal al-Shaykh, minister of agriculture and water, made « 
statement to AL-RIYADH in which he said “Implementation of this great vital 
project has occurred in implementation of noble lofty directives to provide 
potable water for citizens in various areas of the kingdom. 


“The ministry has drawn up a schedule to implement numerous water projects 
from a number of water sources to respond to the requirements of the city 
of Riyadh, whose population has increased in recent years, and to cope with 
the great expansion in construction. The ministry has not contented itself 
with merely carrying out this project, which will bring 18 million gallous 
of water to Riyadh daily, or the equivalent of 65,000 cubic meters. 


"Currently implementation of the al-Wasi' project is also being carried 
out; its capacity will be three times that of the al-Buwayb project. The 
capacity of the al-Wasi' project will be 54 miliion gallons a day and work 
on the project is proceeding according to the schedule which had been drawn 
up for it. 


"The al-Waai' water is to be put to use a little before the end of sumer 
1942, God willing.” 


His excellency the minister of agriculture and water added that there is 
a big project to provide the city of Riyadh with potable water via water 
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from the Arab Culf in the Eastern Province. These projects will supply 
the city of Riyadh with their drinking water requirements. 


Mr ‘Atdallah al-Ghulayqah, undersecretary of water and agriculture for 
water affairs, gave @ statement to AL-RIYADH saying “The pumping of water 
from the Buwayb project to the city of Riyadh will begin today. Water 
will go to the distribution reservoir in the al-Rawdah area, which is con- 
nected by a water distribution system to the secticas of the city via the 
etrport and al-Khalij al-‘Arabi Street." 


Mr al-Ghulayqah said that four contracts had been signed for the al-Wasi' 
project and that these are now being carried out. Three projects remain 
which will be signed for in stages. This great project, which will provide 
the city of Riyadh with its water needs, will cost 1.6 billion riyals and 
work on it will be completed in the summer of 1982. 


Mr al-Ghulayqah added that there is a reserve which will be pumped as need 
requires until extensions to the new districts are finished. The water 
coming into the city of Riyadh now is 2.2 million cubic meters a day.

i\Text] When President Hafiz al-Asad opened the seventh regular regional] 

Ba'th Party Congress last Saturday, he made an extemporaneous speech, which 
observers interpreted as a clear indication of what the congress plans to 
accomplish. With respect to the Arab-Israeli conflict, the Syrian president 
emphasized that the Palestinian problem was to be the central theme of the 
congress. After saluting the residents of the occupied territory, the presi- 
dent said: "Syria will remain steadfast until our land and rights are restored. 
Ne strongly attacked the Egyptian president and lambasted the Camp David accords 
ind the Egyptian-Israeli treaty, describing the latter as a historical trogedy. 
He reiterated Syria's determination to intensify its struggle to scuttle the 


treaty and nullity its consequences. 


The president's remarks convinced observers that tke Ba‘th Party Congress-- 
the supreme political authority--will adhere to the policy set forth by the 
president, at least for the next 4 years, since the congress convenes once 


every 4% years. 


rhe regional ngress'es agenda includes reviewing a number of political, 
economic, organizational and security reports prepared by the regional 
leadership. eaking of economic matters, the president said: “There is 

no place in Syria except for progressive sociaiism.” In the area of security, 
the president delineated the country's contiiuing problems, and directed his 


harshest attack on the Muslim Borthers, deecrising them as the “heretics of 
the age. whose prefession is to murder and destrov.” To illustrate his 
point, he recited a lengthy list of murders and terrorist actions directed 
igaiist doctors, scientists, religious figures, students and common laborers.

with Israel and that Svria has incontrovertible eveidence to that effect. 


Observers noted that the Syrian president attempted to distance himself fror

but we must distinguish between the anarchists and the misguided. We must 
attempt to reconcile the misguided but there will be no mercy for the 
traitors and spies." 


Abu-'Ammar [Yasir ‘Arafat] also spoke of the terrorist group. He described 
them as those who want to bring Syria to its knees. “If Syria kneels," 
he said, “so will the Arab nation." 


For the first time, President al-Asad had invited representatives of pro- 
gressive parties as well as representatives of the Egyptian National Move- 
ment to attend the congress. Also a first, was an invitation to the members 
of the PLO Executive Committee. When the president entered the meeting hall, 
he was flanked by Yasir ‘Arafat. The president, speaking to Mr ‘Arafat, 
said: "The PLO Executive Committee, under the chairmanship of Abu ‘Ammar, 

is the sole legitimate representative of the Palestinian people." Observers 
interpreted the remark as signalling Syria's determination to resolve the 
PLO-Libya dispute. 


In his speech to the congress, Mr ‘Arafat was careful to explain the PLO's 
position in the dispute with Libya. He spoke at length of how the “stead- 


fastness front” had held its first summit meeting in Tripoli. 


he remarks by both leaders indicated strongly that they attach great inm- 


ince to the restoration of good relations between the PLO and Libya. 
But how much progress has been made on this problem up to the evening the 
ongress began’?
